An office on campus which regards 
itself as a “clearing house for ideas and 
information” can help you define and 
pursue a rewarding life style is the 
Financial Aid and Career Guidance 
Center. The people who work there are 
dedicated to serving you, the student and 


work to supply the financial resources 
necessary to attend college. 


If you are in financial need and qualify 
under the criteria for financial assistance, 
the office will help you seek employment 
suitable to your life style. 


Two ways 


The center works toward filling these 
goals in two ways. First, if you have 
financial problems, you are urged to 
come in and discuss it with one of the 
financial aid counselors. Various sources 
of aid are available through many 


programs. The first step is to establish 
“need criteria” which takes into 
consideration several things. among them 


income, assets, resources, parents and 
spouse, support available from other 
sources such as prizes, other scholarships 
and loans, veterans’ benefits, social 
security benefits, etc. and the costs 
reasonably necessary for the student’s 
full-time attendance at the school 


(tuition, fees, books, equipment, living, 
and other necessary expenses). 


Priorities 


Because only certain amounts of 
resources are available, priorities as to 
who will receive aid first have also been 
established. The philosophy of the center 
is to supply the “full needs” of a limited 
number of students rather than supply 


che “partial need”’ of a greater number. 
Therefore, these factors are used in 
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setting priorities. Undergraduate 
continuing students from large, low 
income (less than $7,50C annually) 
families, who are less than 21 vears of age 
receive first consideration. Then 
“independent”’ undergraduates, less than 
24 years of age, with limited financial 


resources are considered next. 


Independent 


A student is considered independent if 
“because of special and exceptional 
circumstances, the financial assets of the 
parents have not been available to the 
applicant” and “the applicant shall have 
established an independent residence, 
exclusive of the college for the purpose of 
attending such college and that a 
notarized statement to this effect be filed 
with the Student Aid Center.” 


Next to be considered are graduate 
students with limited financial resources. 
The Financial Aid Center prefers to use 4 


Chairs, desks, lots of extras 


“financial aid package” to supply the 
necessary funds. Experience has shown 
counselors that this approach is more 
realistic than expecting the student to 
borrow the total amount needed. Various 
sources of funds are available to make up 
this “financial aid package”’ such as loans, 
grants, scholarships, and _ part-time 
employment, each of these having certain 
requirements, advantages and 
disadvantages, depending on the 
individua} student. A student can discuss 
the relationship of these with a counselor 
and in accordance with the student’s 
individual needs and wishes. The deadline 
for applying for financial aid for the next 
academic year 71-71 is March 15. 


Post-grad 


Secondly, as the student is approaching 
graduation and thoughts travel to what he 
or she will be doing after commencement, 
the Career Guidance Center can again be

building has been saved from ineffective 
and inefficient use or even possibly from 
a forced dormancy, by Governor 


Reagan’s decision to go ahead and supply 
funds for equipment and utilities for new

These new 
funds, which total $279,000, will provide 
furniture and lab equipment for the 
building which is still in its construction 
stage. 

Stanley Pretzer, business manager at 
SSC. said that a decision had not yet been 
reached as to what would have been done 
without the funds. “‘There «vas always the 
hope that the legislature wo.'d come to 
the fore and not force a building to 
remain idle or inadequately supplied after 
a couple million dollars had been spent to 
build it.” 

Up to the time of the reversal of 
Reagan’s decision, Pretzer felt two 
alternatives seemed to be left. “The issue 
was that we either had to leave the 
building or portions of it inoperative 
because of the lack of equipment, or we 
would have had to see whether we could, 
on a makeshift basis, make some of the 


classrooms and labs useful on a minimal 
becis sd 

Although these funds will provide for 
classroom and lab _ furniture and 
equipment, the offices in the new 


building are not included in the funds. 
This does not present as major a problem 
because the offices ave outfitted from 
another source. The result may be 
however, that the offices will have old, 
makeshift and unmatched furniture 


The final outcome of these additional 
funds is that Sacramento State will not 
have an empty building standing on an 
ilready extremely overcrowded campus 
With these funds, Pretzer said that the

great assistance. The counselors 
approach the goals of a graduating 
student by providing valuable help 
and setting up workshops with 


eight to 15 students and a 
counselfor to discuss basic 
problems graduates have in 


seeking employment. Such topics 
as how to prepare a resume, how 
to prepare for an interview by 
knowing the potential employer's 
desires, and any other questions 
the participants might have are 
explored. This approach has 
proven very successful because the 
collective response of the group 1s 
greater than its sum parts, 
according to Dr. Black, Director 
of the Financial Aid and Career 
Guidance Center 


Recommendations 


After the student has attended 
one of these workshop:, 
discussions between the counselor 
and the individual can deal with 
problems specific to the 
\dividual’s goals. The graduate 
can also utilize another service by 


building a file of personal 
recommendations from past 
employers and acquaintances 
This fil will remain in the 
possession of the Guidance Center 
and will be sent to potential 
employers at the student's 
request 

The guidance counselor also has 
other very important services 
available.
